The ‘use tax,” city  council- 
men said, is worded so that no

ADDITIONS APPROVED 
’ Three more times they were 
lealled upon by succeeding boards 
Of trustees to approve additions 
ito Ravenswood before their own 
fturn came in sight. In 1927 a bond 
Was approved to build the Rav- 
fénswood School auditorium, in 
1833 a four-¢lassroom addition 
Was built and in 1945 another 
wing, which included a cafeteria 
fwas added. Finally, in 1947, Wil- 
low was started on the west side. 
INFLUX OF PEOPLE 

Even before this school was 
fcomplete, the influx of people to 
all sections of the school district 
Was on and classroom crowding 
became the rule rather than the 
exception. From this time forth, 
succeeding school boards, work- 
ing closely with the administra- 
tion, have tried to “catch up” with 
the children. 

At this time a citizens’ commit- 
tee was formed to study the 
school problem and to work with 
the trustees and school officials 
ito meet the situation. Headed by 
Lt. Col. Merritt G. Hatch, the 


committee met with state officials | 


Oo surveyed the area and recom- 
Mended that 11 schools be built. 
~ Because of tax limitations by 
‘law, wherein a school district is 
‘Himited in bonding capacity to 
_§ per cent of its assessed valu- 
ation, the completion of 11 
‘schools was a “dream.” Officials 
were willing to settle for an 
eventual nine schools, upon 
recommendation of the new su- 
perintendent, Stanley 0. 
Schnepple. However, these 
schools had to be acquired step- 
‘by-step. 
“BEDROOM” AREA 

Because this school district is 
essentially a “bedroom” area, 
with most of its local taxes com- 
ing from homes, with low assess- 
éd valuation, help from outside 
sources was necessary. Under the 
first state aid program the dis- 
trict was able to acquire funds. to 
start Belle Haven school, where 
homes were mushrooming. 

Working closely with the trus- 
tees and administration, the citi- 
zens’ committee continued to 
watch developments and when the 
time came for another vote of 
the people, it was ready to let 
the public know what was need- 
ed, door-to-door. With the first 
wing of Belle Haven complete, it 
Was obvious that the district 
couldn’t stop there—only three of 
the projected schools had been 
built and these needed expansion. 
Also, everywhere else new sub- 
divisions were springing up and 
double sessions began to rear 
their ugly heads. 
STATE AID 

Once again the district turned 
to the state for assistance, asking 
for $4,000,000 while bonding it- 
self to capacity. The bond elec- 
tion was overwhelmingly approv-

Ravenswood District Expansion 


No one could visualize, back in| 


ed, with much credit due the citi- 
zens’ committee, but the state 
allowed only $2,300,000, the dis- 
trict $140,000 (its capacity). 

These sums built additions to 
Belle Haven and Willow, Green 
Oaks Junior School and the first 
part of Kavanaugh and James 
Flood schools. 

And still homes were built 
and more and more children 
moved into the school district. 
Palo Alto Gardens subdivision 
grew apace and University Vil- 
lage homes were rapidly being 
completed. The school board 
started proceedings to acquire 
two more school sites. In the 
village some 10 acres had been 
set aside by the subdividers, 
but near the gardens it was 
necessary to condemn farm 
land. 


After long negotiations, the 
two school sites were finally a 
part of the school district and the 
schools to be built upon them had 
to be financed by bond issues. 
Again the citizens’ committee ral- 
lied behind the district and funds 
were provided for Brentwood and 
Costano schools. 

MENLO OAKS 

Also, it was felt important that 
an upper grade school be built 
on the west side of Bayshore, not 
only for the convenience of sev- 
enth and eighth grade pupils liv- 
ing in north Palo Alto, Flood Tri- 
angle and Suburban Park, but to 
save the district bus expense mon- 
ey, so Menlo Oaks school was 
built. 

Thus the district, two years 
ago had reached the nine school 
quota set by Schnepple. Sadly, 
it became evident that the orig- 
inal state estimate of 11 schools 
would be necessary, so the trus- 
tees began to seek a _ tenth 
school site. 

Ravenswood voters were once 
more called upon to approve a 
bond issue—this time for funds 
to buy the tenth site and to build 
a ten cJassroom school on it and 
to add more classrooms to Cos- 
tano school. The funds were ap- 
proved and then the school dis- 
trict hit a snag—the land for 
School Ten became a matter of 
contention between the board and 
the owners. It soon became obvi- 
ous that months would slip by be- 
fore all the land would be avail- 
able. 


The children were already on} 


hand for those added classrooms, 
classes on hand were overcrowd- 
ed. It was the board’s decision to} 
“jump” a step and build the ad-| 
ditions that were needed at Kav- 
anaugh and Brentwood schools, 
as well as at Costano, and then| 
go- back to the people to ask for 
money to build School Ten when} 
the land became available. 

Even with this decision, the 
slow process of school building 
made it necessary to transfer stu- 
dents from one end of the district 
to the other and to double-session 
all students in Kavanaugh and 
and Brentwood for the first part} 
of the 1956-57 year. 
PRECEDENCE SET 

As negotiations began to draw 
to a close towards the end of last} 
year for School Ten site, board 
members, led by Joseph Violette, 
took a deep breath and plunged 
into a new proceeding. 

It was decided to hire an 
architect to prepare plans and 
drawings and to call for a bond 
election as soon as_ possible. 
Even further, the trustees de- 
cided to ask the voters to ap- 

prove moneys to December, 
1958, so that they could pro- 
ceed with needed building as 
soon as funds become available. 


Included in the $350,000 bond | 


issue that is to be voted upon on 
February 26 is not only money for 
School Ten, but for a four-class- 
room addition at 
school and $50,000 to buy the 11th 
site. 

Even with all this building, | 
there will not be enough class- 
rooms to place all children

NO CAKES EXPECTED 


Next Monday is a birthday for which nobody will make any 
cakes. 


On Feb, 25, 1913 — forty-four years ago — the federal govern- | 
ment was authorized power to levy an income tax on individuals. 
It was felt at the time that rates could never reach 10 per cent. 

The first year of the tax, total corporate and individual income | 
levies brought the government $80 million, Dividing this by 1913 | 
population shows that the per capita tax bite then was 82 cents. | 

By contrast, in 1956 —~two world wars and a police action 
later — the income tax brought the federal government $55 billion. 
This is a tax bite of $328 on every man, woman and child. 


In 1913, per capita annual ixeome was $358: today it is 
about $1,647. In other words, during this 44-year period per 
capita income increased 4's times — but per capita tax pay- 
ments increased 400 times! 

Mr. Taxpayer's total tax bill in 1913 was distributed 70.5 
per cent for state and local governments and 29.5 per cent for the 
federal government. Today, the federal government takes 72.3 
per cent, leaving 27.7 per cent for state and local units.

ENCINAL SCHOOL PLAYGROUND has never been developed 
because the school district has never had the money to do the job 
itself, and Athertonians don’t believe in public parks . There are none
